In Vienna Tuesday Adolf Hitler told 


the world that the absorption of Aus- 
tria was the "greatest achievement of 
my life" while France and Britain 
fumbled over means to curb his pen- 
chant for success. 


Prime Minister Chamberlain seemed 


to prefer an immediate and broaden- 
ed British rearmament with some sort 
of national conscription to bluff Hit- 
ler into line before publicly pledging 
armed support of France and Czecho- 
slovakia against any further Hitlcrian 
threat. 


Leon Blum, head of France's new 


government, sought industrial peace to 
.-peed French rearmament. 


A stroke which might end the Span- 


ish civil war with an insurgent vic- 
tory seemed imminent as insurgent 
legions' moved closer to the Mediter- 
ranean coast. 


Triumph Is Hailed 


No ancient despot could have ex- 


ercised more control over a people 
than did Hitler when he stood on the 
balcony of the Imperial hotel and pro- 
claimed of his new Pan-Germany: 


"No force on earth can shake us!" 
His words were a challenge and a 


warning to the world which a fanat- 
ically enthusiastic crowd acclaimed 
wtih deafening 'roars. Certainly no 
loss than a million worshippers, prob- 
ably more, shouted "Hell. Hitler;" to 
the ;nnn who left this once proud cap- 
ital as an obscure artist and came 
back in triumph. 


Crowds Jam Street 


Frenzied throngs jammed the broad 


Ringstrasse for six blocks, cheering 
with a zeal that amounted to religious 
fervor. Women wept because Hitler 
at last had arrived. Men embraced 
each other. 


Standing on the balcony of his hotel, 


Hitler—one face in a sea of faces- 
seemed 
insignificant 
until a 
huge 


searchlight picked him out with a pen- 
cil of light in the dusk. 


For three hours the crowds dem- 


ons! rated before his hotel, calling him 
back to his balcony again and again. 
Officers with Hitler said they never 
had seen such enthusiasm. It sur- 
passed even that of the early Nazi days 
in Berlin. 


Finally he raised his hands for sil- 


ence in answer to the clamor for his 
voice and a hundred thousand persons 
in the noisy .street became silent. 


Impromptu Speech 


"The German Reich as it stands to- 


day is inviolable," he shouted, "no 
one can shatter it!" 


"German compatriots! I have felt in 


the last few days all the emotions 
which now stir you. This has been 
an historical charge and the entire 
German people feel your emotions. 


"Not two million people in one city 


but seventy-five million people in 
one nation are stirred to the depth of 
feeling which you now arc demonstrat- 
ing. 


"I am deeply stirred by this historic 
change. 


"You all live up to your oath, all 


of you from Koenigsburg to Hamburg 
and down to Vienna. You do so in 
deepest emotion." 


Canipitign Against Jews 


Na/.ification of Austria, meanwhile, 


was being accomplished with lightning 
strikes. 
In Germany the process of 


reshaping the state to the National 
Socialist mold 
required 
years. In 


Austria it js being accomplished in 
days. 


The world of Austria's Jews fell 


around 
their .shoulders. 
Thousands 


attempted to floe. Physicians and law- 
yers were prevented from practicing. 
Jewish stores were jjluiigercd. Jews 
were beaten and arrested. Ihe Jewish 
residential districts were in panic. 
New restrictive measures against Jews 
were being forced.

Salt Water Is Encounter- 


ed ; Officials Confident 


of Outcome 


MAGNOLIA, Ark.— Tubing was be- 


ing set Monday in the Barnett No. 1 
well near here, after the well stopped 
flowing. 


Operators discovered salt water was 


entering the casing at the joint of the 
i-even-inch and five and one half-inch 
pipes. 


Alarm was quieted because of the 


presence of much oil and gas, with 
several saturations being shown, and 
officials of the Kerr-Lynn Oil com- 
pany expressed belief that the salt 
ooulfl be shut off. The tubing will be 
set to the joint of the different size 
pipes. 


A fine showing of oil was reported in 


the Phillips No. 1, near Village, at a 
depth of 4665 feet. That depth is where 
the Barnett well encountered 12 feet 
of saturation. "

A drill stem test was taken in the 


Fhillips well Monday and was said 
to have had four pipe joints of oil. 


The Thomas-Crone

Governor Unable to Get 


Action—Nothing Done 


After 5 Days 


LITTLE ROCK.-(/P)—Voting down 


a resolution urgin congress to enact a 
national sales tax, the house adjourn- 
ed at noon Tuesday until Wednesday 
morning. 


Adjournment came after less than 


three hours sitting, featured by two 
recesses. 


The house adopted a few resolutions, 


rejected other and took no action on 
legisaltion. 


Senator Hall of Scotland, called upon 


the senate to organize its "own leader- ' 
ship" to work out legislation "for the 
welfare of the state." 


"Our governor has failed to show . 


leadership he should have shown," . 
Hall declared. 


"It behooves ourselves to establish 


leadership and do the work we were 
elected to do. Let us work together to 
take this matter into our own hands 
in order to safeguard the interests of 
the public. If necessary, we should 
stay here 60 days to put our ship of 
state on a neven keel and in the shape 
of decency." 


Hall's address followed speeches by 


Senators Shaver, Wynne and Rowell 
declaring that the present special ses- 
sion was accomplishing nothing. 


Adjournment Cry Heard 


A suggestion that the special session 


of the Arkansas..legiKlatuc& adjourn.bj? 
Saturday was heard on the house floor 
Tuesday. 


During debate on a minor resolution, 


Representative Burris of Russellville, 
asked Ray Blair of Paris, who had the/- 
floor: 


"Don't you think we could pass a- 


resolution to quit and go home?" 


Blair replied: 
"I think that will be in order by 


Saturday. We can orpbably pass it 
then." 


Taking the loor himself, Burris said: 
"We have been here five days and 


we haven't done as much as we should 
have in one day—it's just a shame. We 
spend one day passing or killing an 
amendment. 


"Then the next day we devote all the 


day to reversing our previous day's 
action. Folks up the creek my way 
are going to get tired of this in a hurry. 


"You are just running your races 


now nistead of passing legislation," 
Burris declared. 


Senate Wants Extension 


The upper house was in session lit- 


tle more than hour Monday during 
which it completed action on a $26,- 
575 appropriation bill to pay expenses 
of the special session, and adopted 
six resolutions. 


Since the legislature convened last 


Thursday there has been adopted in 
both houses measures proposing an 
extended session for consideration of 
four subjects and members indicated 
other subjects would be introduced 
later. 


Subjects on which legislative action 


is proposed in resolutions already 
adopted either in house or senate are: 


1. Reduction of the state's 6.5 cents 


per gallon gasoline tax. 


2. Repeal or amendment of the 1937 


automobile testing law. 


3. Financial aid to municipal street 


improvement districts. 


4. Refund of money to persons who 


purchased tax-forfeited 
lands from 


the state but failed to receive title to 
the property. 


Monday's debate flared on a resolu- 


tion by Featherston of Murfreesboro 
for extension of the session to con- 
sider the refund to land buyers. The 
resolution asked that Gov. Carl E. 
Bailey include the subject in a sup- 
plemental call. 


Lieut. Gov. Bob Bailey, in answer to 


a question from the floor, said the 
governor could not issue a supplemen- 
tal call while the legislature was in 
session but could call another special 
session as soon as the present session 
adjourned, 


Featherston urged adoption of his 


resolution, declaring that a number 
of pei-sons had bought lands from the 
state land department only to have 
their title voided later by court action. 


Taylor of Clarksville voiced imme- 


diate opposition. 


"I am not opposed to the legislation 


the senate has in mind," Taylor said, 
"but 1 am opposed to extending this

Old Age Does Odd Things—Like Lowering Height I 


After 65th Year

As we grow older, changes develop 


in our bodies which are the mark of 
the inability of the tissues to grow and 
and to repair themselves. The average 
human being does not attain his full 
height until about the age of 35 or 40. 
After 20 years of age the increase in 
height is relatively slight. 


From the 65th year onward the hu- 


man -being gradually decreases in 
height and after the 75th year he may 
decrease in height a little more. 


The total loss in height may reach 


as much as two inches but is frequent- 
ly less than one-half inch. 


Nowadays we have learned so much 


about -our diets and the methods of 
controlling our weight by diet that the 
weight curves of earlier years are no 
longer • reliable. While many people 
reach their greatest weight between 
the years of 25 and 30. other people 
reach their greatest weight between the 
ages of 40 and 50. 


There are, moreover, certain periods 


in life when there is a tendency to 
put on fat. The man tends to put on 
fat between the 30th and 40th year. 
The woman • tends to put on fat- with 
each childbirth and nursing period. 
Women also tend to gain weight im- 
mediately after the cessation of the I 
functions associated with childbirth. 


Permanent teeth are usually devel- 


oped in most human beings by the 25th 
year. Most people have lost many of 
their ..teetlv.by the time they are 50 
years'ofvage, and the majority of peo- 
ple hav4*'}pst a good many teeth by 
the 60th.;ofenr. There is reason to be- 
lieve, ftoy,-ever, that with modern 
knowledge concerning the care of the 
teeth and the use of a diet in rela- 
tionship to that care, more and more 
people will retain sets of good teeth 
as they grow? older. 


Especially interesting among the 


changes that occur with old age are 
those which' concern the eyes. From 
the time a child is born its ability to 
accommodate its vision to sight begins 
to decrease. So definite is this change 
that it may be used as an index of the 
age of the person concerned. Most 
people gradually become farsighted 
between the ages of 45 and 50 years 
and this increases steadily after the 
50th year. In many people the first 
sign of age is the necessity for glasses 
to correct the farsightedness. 


Hearing also begins to decrease but 


not frequently until 65 years of age. 
There is also a definite change in the 
rate of the pulse from childhood to old 
age, sometimes nodified by the de- 
velopment of disease.

ishment should be tempered to age. 
But the alibi system is out. From the 
first, he should be shown that his little 
mishaps are largely his own responsi- 
bility. Happily—without too much ac- 
cusation or blame, but not with entire 
clearance. 


Permit any child, young or older, to 


explain how it happened, but never 
allow him to put the blame where 
blame is not due. 
Let him face you 


truthfully and courageously. 


If he knows he is wrong, and has 


years enough to reason out justice, he 
will take his punishment with philoso- 
phy. 
Anything is better, however, 


than the fearful craven who won't ad- 
mit his wrong, who won't even face it. 
The physical coward is a hero com- 
pared to the moral weakling.

Suppress 80 Fires 


in Forest Unit 9 


Protection of Valued Tim- 


ber Lands Stressed by 


Forest Ranger 


It was reported here Tuesday that 


forest rangers in prolectiqn unit 9, 
Arkansas Stale Forestry Commission, 
lad suppressed eighty forest fires dur- 
ng the first three months of the year. 
These being on protected lands or on 
ands adjoining protected lands on 
which fires were burning towards pro- 
cctcd lands. However, Russell Stadel- 
rmm, district forester, states that the 
average fire was less than five acres. 


During March the high winds make 


orest fires especially dangerous and 
lamaging. In young stands of timer 
t is not uncommon to find a mortality 
•ate reach 50 per cent after a fire has 
swept through the stand. 


With the value of young timber in- 


creasing and increasing number 
of 


'ridividuals are putting their timbered 
ands under fire protection with the 
State Forestry Commission which is 
cooperating with the United Stales 
forest Service. 


It is also reported that 12 misde- 


neanor cases and one felony case had 
aeon brought to court by forest rangers 
n this protection unit this year. These 
being individuals who had carelessly 
or intentionally set out fire. 


Construction has been undertaken 


en a new steel look-out tower in 35-14- 


24 in Hempstead county. This tower 
being located on Pinnacle Hill, which 
is an exceedingly highupoint. 


Completion of this thwer will give 


forest rangers added checks on smokes 
in a 30 mile radius. 


Cross shots being made from two 


dfiferent towers on each smoke to 
secure the correct location. In some 
cases as high as five towers give a 
cross shot on a smoke, since the tow- 
ers are located at about 14 miles in- 
tervals.

Farmers in Hempstcad county were 


warned TuestKiy by the county agent. 
to watch their pastures for the poison- 
ous plant. Nut tail's Death Camas. It 
is believed to have killed 7 head of 
cattle in Howard county recently, and 
is known to occur in much of the 
western part of the state. 


Cattle are poisoned by ns little of the 


plant as .25 of one per cent of the an- 
imal weight. Sheep may require only 
about .IS of one per cent, and they 
may be killed by about .6 of one per 
cent, of the animal weight. 


At this time the plant appears as a 


tuft of bright green, narrow, succulent 
leaves, Vi to -:i inch wide, and 6 to 
10 inches long. They arise from abulb 
much like that of a narcissus, but lack 
the bluish-green cast of the narcissus

When the tree is set in the field, a 


hole wide and deep enough to receive 
the roots without cramping must be 
dug. The top 3 or 4 inches of dirt 
should be saved in a separate pile and 
placed in the bottom of the hole. After 
cutting off all damaged roots or extra 
long roots which would be bent, the 
tree is set deep enough so that it will 
stand slightly deeper than it stood 
in the nursery. The dirt is thrown 
in slowly and packed firmly about all 
the roots. At several levels during fill- 
ing the dirt should be tramped firm- 
ly with the feet. The top 3 inches may 
be left loose as a mulch and when they 
settle slightly a basin will form to 
catch rain water. 


Often a planting board helps to keep
